Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  of  submitting  to  you  my  Report  upon  the  health  of 
the  Borough  and  the  work  of  the  Public  Health  Department  for  the  year  ) 9^7 • 

As  compared  with  I946,  thore  has  been  a  substantial  incroaso  in  the 
number  of  births  within  the  Borough  in  1 94 7 »  the  birth  rate  per  thousand  estimated 
population  having  increased  from  I7.9  to  20.37*  Tho  doath  rate  during  the  year  shows 
a  reduction  from  12,05  *°  M  *6  per  thousand  estimated  population. 

The  doath  rate  (33*2  per  thousand  I ivo  births)  of  infants  under  12 
months  old,  though  showing  an  increase  on  the  low  record  rate  of  32*1  for  1946,  has 
remained  well  bolow  the  rate  of  59*9  and  59*2  in  1944  and  IB45  respectively.  This 

low  death  rate  is,  to  a  largo  extont,  due  to  the  pre-natal  and  post-natal  care  of 
mothers  and  children  within  the  Borough. 

Tho  general  shortago  of  Health  Visitors  has  had  its  roporcuss i ons  in 
Sw inton  as  in  many  other  areas  and  in  consequence,  some  of  tho  work  in  connection  with 
infant  visitation  has  been  badly  handicapped  during  the  year.  Tho  work  at  the 

various  Clinics  has  continued  to  be  appreciated  by  parents  and  expectant  mothors,  the 
total  attendances  at  Wolfaro  Centres  having  increased  from  11,703  in  1946  to  1 4 , 755 
in  I947.  Tho  distribution  of  Cod  Livor  Oil  and  Fruit  Juices  was  continued  at  all 

tho  Clinics  and  the  Food  Executive  Officer  informs  mo  that  46,000  bottles  of  Orange 
Juico,  12,000  bottles  of  Cod  Liver  Oil  and  3>500  packets  of  Vitamins  A  and  D  Tablets 
wore  issued  during  the  year. 

The  prevalence  cf  infectious  diseases  during  I947  was  comparatively 
small.  A  minor  epidemic  of  Measles  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  accounted  for 

443  of  tho  total  of  590  cases  of  infectious  diseases  notified  during  the  year,  whilst 
a  further  75  cases  were  of  Whooping  Cough.  The  success  of  immunisation  against 

Diphtheria  is  amply  endorsed  by  the  fact  that  only  3  cases  were  notified  during  the 
year. 


I  must  once  again  expross  my  appreciation  and  thanks  to  tho  ladies 
who  voluntarily  gave  so  much  of  their  time  in  assisting  at  tho  Infant  Welfare  Clinics 
during  the  year  and  without  whose  help  it  would  have  been  impossible  to  copo  with  the 
large  attendances. 


In  conclusion,  I  should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing 
my  thanks  to  the  Health  Committee  and  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committco  for 
their  holp  and  consideration;  to  my  colleagues  of  othor  Departments  for  their  co-op¬ 
eration,  and  to  my  staff  for  their  loyal  support.

The  proximity  of  this  8orough  to  the  citios  of  Manchester  and  Salford  makes 
it  singularly  fortunato  in  regard  to  the  provision  of  hospital  accommodation,  in  that 
the  excellent  services  of  Manchester  and  Salford  are  available  to  the  residents  of 
Sw inton  and  Pendlebury. 

Arrangements  are  in  existence  whereby  the  Ecclos  Corporation  Ambulanco  is 
available  for  use  within  this  district.  Tho  ambulance  may  be  used  for  the  following 
types  of  casos:- 

1,  Accidents  including  cases  of  serious  illness  in  the  streets; 

2.  Conveyance  to  and  from  hospital  on  the  certificate  of  a  Medical 

Pract i t i oner.

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MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  ’WELFARE 


Thera  is  no  Maternity  Hospital  in  this  District,  but  the  Corporation  has  an  arrange¬ 
ment  with  the  Lancashire  County  Council  whoroby  the  majority  of  the  maternity  cases  in 
this  area  are  admitted  to  Park  Hospital,  Davyhulme.  Other  Hospitals  to  which  Borough 
patients  can  be  admitted  are  St.  Mary's  Hospital,  Manchester,  Eccles  &  Patricroft 
Hospital,  and  Hope  Hospital,  Salford.  Cases  of  Puerperal  Fever  and  Puerperal  Pyrexia 
are  admitted  to  Astley  Sanatorium. 


In  the  case  of  mothers  confined  at  home  who  are  in  need  of  domestic  assistance,  the 
Corporation  have  a  scheme  for  providing  mothers  with  the  services  of  a  Home  Help  for  a 
period  of  10  days.  There  were  throe  Homo  Helps  on  the  register  at  the  end  of  the  year 
and  the  number  of  instances  in  which  a  Homo  Help  was  provided  during  the  year  was  29. 
Particulars  of  the  duties  of  a  Home  Ho  I p  will  be  found  in  Appendix  I  of  this  Report. 


Arrangements  aro  also  in  existonce  whereby  a  Medical  practitioner  can  call  out  the 
Emergency  Maternity  Unit  of  tho  St.  Mary's  Hospital  in  the  ovent  of  such  assistance  being 
required.  This  Unit  was  ca  I  | od  out  once  during  I947. 


Attendances  at  the  Clinics  havo  increased  during  tho  year,  tho  total  attendances  at 
Welfare  Centres  being  14,755  as  compared  with  11,7  03  during  1 9  4-6 .  Work  in  connection 
with  tho  supervision  of  illegitimate  children  is  carried  out  by  tho  Health  Visitors  in 
accordance  with  tho  Lancashire  County  Council  Scheme,  in  which  this  Authority  particip¬ 
ates.  Appendix  2  gives  full  dotails  of  this  Scheme. 


Tablos  V  to  X  give  details  of  the  various  Clinics  and  their  work  during  tho  year. 


DAY  NURSERIES. 


The  accommodation  at  tho  West  Dene  Day  Nursery  has  been  taxed  to  capacity  during  the 
whole  of  1947  and  avorago  attendances  have  been  high.  The  Matornity  and  Child 
Welfare  Committee  resolvod  to  chango  the  hours  of  opening  of  the  Nursery  from  7»45  a.m. 
to  7*15  a.m.  in  order  to  conform  to  tho  hours  of  opening  of  tho  cotton  mills  in  tho 
Borough . 


Owing  to  increased  cost  of  maintenance  the  Committee  raised  the  foe  of  1  / 6  d .  per  day 
per  child  for  admission  to  the  Nursery  to  2/-.  This  foe  covers  the  provision  of  meals 
and  medical  supervision. 


Another  Day  Nursery  was  opened  during  tho  year  by  the  Acme  Spinning  Co. Ltd.  at  their 
mill  in  Pendlobury.  ,  This  Nursery,  providing  accommodation  for  5^  children,  is  in 
tho  chargo  of  a  Matron  who  is  a  State  Registered  Nurse.  Froqucnt  periodical  visits 
aro  paid  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  this  Nursery  for  the  purpose  of  supervising 
tho  health  of  tho  children.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES. 


The  water  supply  for  the  Swinton  and  Pendlebury  areas  of  the  Borough  Is  received 
from  the  Manchester  Corporation  L'eterworks  and  that  for  the  Clifton  area  from  the 
Bolton  Corporation.  Both  supplies  were  kept  under  constant  supervision  and  proved 

generally  satisfactory  in  both  quality  and  quantity. 


A  total  of  1895  dw e  I  I  inghouses  were  inspected  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  under 
the  Public  Health  and  Housing  Acts  during  the  year  and  4779  visits  were  made  for  this 
purpose.  Considerable  difficulty  was  experienced  in  obtaining  repairs  to  dwelling- 
houses  and  little,  if  any,  progress  was  made  during  the  year  in  alleviating  the  posit¬ 
ion.  The  main  obstacles  in  this  respect  appear  to  be  the  scarcity  of  building 
materials  and  increased  cost  of  building  repairs. 


889  complaints  were  investigated  during  the  year,  resulting  in  79^  notices  being 
served  requiring  various  works  to  be  carried  out.  626  houses  in  respect  of  which 
notices  had  beon  served  by  the  Department  were  rendered  fit  for  habitation  during  the 
year. 


Progress  was  made  in  the  provision  of  new  houses,  155  including  60  prefabricated 
dwellings  being  erected  during  1 5  4  7  •  Considerable  work,  however,  remains  to  be  done 
in  order  to  remedy  unsuitable  living  conditions  and  overcrowding. 


Tables  XII  to  XVII  give  details  of  the  work  of  the  Sanitary  Department  during  the 

year. 


FOOD  SUPPLIES. 


The  milk  and  food  supplies  within  the  Borough  were  under  constant  supervision  & 
all  premises  connected  with  the  production  and/or  sale  of  food  were  rogutarly  inspect¬ 
ed,  2830  visits  of  inspection  being  mado  to  such  premises  during  the  year.  Details 
of  inspections  are  given  in  Table  XV. 


Tabic  XIX  gives  particulars  of  food  surrendered  as  unfit  for  human  consumption 
during  1947*  It  has  boen  gratifying  to  note  the  co-operation  shown  by  the  local 
shop-keepers  in  bringing  to  the  notice  of  tho  Department  any  foods  which  they  suspect¬ 
ed  as  not  being  wholesome.  Rogular  samples  of  food  and  drugs  wore  taken  during  the 
year,  particulars  of  which  are  shown  in  Table  XV 111. 


The  various  milk  supplios  of  the  Borough  were  subjected  to  bacteriological  and 
biological  tests,  tho  results  of  which  are  shown  in  Tables  XX  and  XXI.  In  addition, 
samples  of  milk  wore  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst  for  chemical  analysis  and  Of  63 
samplos  takon  only  3  wore  found  to  be  adulterated.  On  two  occasions  during  the  year 
instances  of  a  vendor  supplying  milk  in  unclean  bottles  wero  brought  to  the  notice  of 
the  Department  by  the  consumers.  Legal  proceedings  were  taken  in  both  cases  and 
convictions  were  obtained.  Takon  generally,  it  can  be  stated  that  the  milk  supplios 
have  been  maintained  at  a  high  standard  of  quality  and  cleanliness.

Table  XX ! 1  I  gives  particulars  of  the  occurrence  of  Infectious  Oiseases  within  the 
Borough  during  I947.  Of  a  total  of  590  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  notified,  443 
were  cases  of  Measles  and  75  cases  of  Whooping  Cough.  The  decrease  in  the  nuniber 
of  cases  of  Diphtheria  is  outstanding,  only  3  cases  having  been  notifiod  during  tha 
year.  This  -figure  is  the  lowest  recorded  in  the  history  of  the  Borough  and  the 
steady  decrease  in  the  nunoer  of  cases  notified  annually  since  1344  gives  aii.plo  evid¬ 
ence  of  the  effectiveness  of  immunisation. 


The  incidence  of  Diphtheria  since  1 94 4  is  as  follows:-  1944  -  II5j  ] g 4.5  _  84; 

1946  -  30;  1947  -  3- 

569  children  wore  immunised  against  Diphtheria  during  the  year,  452  of  whom  wore 
unJor  5  years  of  ago.  In  addition  to  the  above,  516  children  wero  given  boosting 

doses  on  entering  school.  In  addition,  37  childron  received  a  combined  courso  of 

immunisation  against  Diphtheria  and  Whooping  Cough.  particulars  of  immunisai'on 

in  age  groups  during  tea  year  are  shown  in  Table  XXII. 


|6  cases  of  Infantile  Paralysis  were  notified  during  the  year,  8  of  which  were 
from  the  Royal  Manchester  Childrens1  Hospital  and  did  not  reside  within  the  Borough. Of 
the  3  casos  residing  within  the  Borough  5  recovered  completely  and  3  were  admitted  to 
hospital  for  further  Orthopaedic  treatment. 

Particulars  of  Tuberculosis  notifications  and  deaths  dur  ng  1947  are  shown  in 
Tables  XXIV  and  X^V.  The  work  in  connection  with  the  care  and  after-care  of 

tuberculous  patients  is  carried  out  by  the  Lancashire  County  Council.

Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  report  on  the  Cleansing  work  in  the  Borough 
during  the  year  1947- 

All  refuse  has  boon  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  on  the  Nelson  Fold  Site. 
This  work  has  been  carried  out  under  considerable  difficulties  throughout  the  year  and  it 
became  inevitable  to  extend  rathar  than  reduce  the  period  between  each  emptying  of  ashbins. 
The  remuneration  offered  to  binmon  and  the  nature  of  their  work  as  compared  with  other  man¬ 
ual  workers  has  boon  the  major  cause  of  men  leaving  the  employ  of  the  Department  to  soek 
bettor  earnings  elsewhere,  with  the  result  that  vehicles  have  had  to  be  sent  out  on  coll¬ 
ection  with  very  much  depleted  crows.  Frequent  breakdowns  of  the  pagefiald  lorry 

owing  to  its  ago  has  also  contributed  to  the  difficulties.  A  brighter  aspect  of  this 

service,  howovur,  was  the  delivery  in  the  last  month  of  the  year  of  the  first  of  four  now 
S.D.  Freighters  which  are  to  replace  the  Pagefield  system.  The  remaining  three  vehicles 
are  oxpectod  during  June  of  this  year  and  their  delivory  should  help  considerably  inspeed- 
i ng  up  house  refuse  collection  and  it  is  hoped  to  revert  to  a  weekly  collection.  971 

Dustbins  wore  supplied  during  the  year  by  the  Department  to  owners  of  private  houses  at  a 
cost  to  the  owners  of  £1,185.8.0. 

Tho  contents  of  the  bins  set  out  throughout  the  Borough  for  tho  collection 

of  kitchen  waste  wore  removed  twice  weekly  and  disposed  of  to  the  Bolton  Corporation 

Cleansing  Department.  Numerous  complaints  were  again  roceived  concerning  the  position 
of  these  bins,  but,  though  it  is  admitted  that  communal  bins  aro  not  the  ideal  system,  tho 
difficulty  in  pleasing  everybody  in  the  placing  of  such  bins  will  be  readily  appreciated. 

During  the  year  2 1 9  tons.  I  cwt.  of  waste  food  were  collected  and  a  sum  of  £501.8.8.  was 

rocoivod  in  respect  theroof. 

The  volume  of  salvage  collected  during  the  year  was  once  again  very  satis¬ 
factory  and  particulars  are  given  in  Table  XXVIII.  Tho  revonue  from  this  source  yielded 
£2,343.2.11  . 


A  substantial  increase  in  the  volume  of  salvage,  especially  waste  paper, is 
considered  possible,  particularly  with  assistance  from  householders  in  keeping  every  scrap 
of  waste  papor  separate  from  the  usual  household  refuse.  With  this  in  view  a  bonus 

incentive  scheme  was  introduced  in  January  of  this  year  whereby  binmen  will  share  75$ 
the  revenue  from  salvaged  materials  above  the  mean  income  for  the  |§st  two  years. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Mombors  of  the  Health  Comm¬ 
ittee  and  all  the  men  engaged  on  cleansing  work  for  their  assistance  during  the  year.

ROOENT  CONTROL  DURING  1947 . 


During  the  year  1947  the  Staff  of  Rodent  Operators  was  reduced  from 
four  to  two  on  the  31st  March,  when  the  house  to  house  search  under  the 
provisions  of  Circular  N.S.II  of  the  Ministry  of  Food  was  completed. 

14,058  primary  visits  were  paid  to  promises,  and  2,708  re-v i s i ts were 
made.  1 29  Treatments,  56  to  dwellings  and  37  to  business  promisos  were 
carried  out.  yi  of  these  noodod  more  than  one  treatment.  The  estimated 
number  of  Rats  killed  according  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  formula  was 
1,730,  and  tho  number  of  dead  bodies  rocovered  was  )&2.  131  Infestations 

appoarod  to  be  completely  cleared  and  29  major  infestations  roducod  to 
minor  ones. 
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THE  HEALTH  of  the  SCHOOL  CHILD 


It  has  been  noticeable  during  the  year  that  parents  are 
showing  increased  co-operation  in  obtaining  adequate  treat¬ 
ment  for  their  children.  Attendances  at  the  various 
Clinics  have  continued  high,  particularly  so  at  the 
Diphtheria  Immunisation  Clinic. 

All  Entrants  were  offered  immunisation  against  Diphth¬ 
eria  or  Boosting  Doses,  as  required,  and  of  these  147 
entrants  completed  a  course  of  ..immunisation  and  504  receiv¬ 
ed  boosting  doses . 

One  aspect  of  the  Service  which  caused  some  anxiety  was 
the  delay  in  obtaining  treatment  for  children  suffering  from 
enlarged  Tonsils  and  Adenoids.  This  was  particularly 
aggravated  when  operations  wore  suspended  during  the 
prevalence  of  Poliomyelitis  in  the  late  summer  It  is 
hoped  that  arrangements  for  this  treatment w  i  II  considerably 
improve  during  the  coming  year  and  thus  reduce  the  number 
of  children  on  the  Waiting  List.

MATERNITY  and  CHILD  WELFARE 
DOMESTIC  AND  HOME  HELPS  -  CONDITIONS  OF  SERVICE 


(1)  When  the  Council  has  agreed  to  provide  the  services  of  a  Domestic  or  Home 
Help,  written  instructions  will  be  issued  to  the  person  engaged,  stating  tho  name  and 
address  of  the  household  to  which  she  has  been  assigned.  No  payment  will  be  made  to 
any  Domestic  or  Homo  Help  who  commences  work  without  such  written  instructions. 

(2)  Domestic  and  Home  Helps  are  specially  warned  that  they  must  not,undor  any 
circumstances,  gossip  about  tho  affairs  of  the  families  to  which  they  havo  been  sent. 

(3)  A  normal  working  week  will  not  exceed  42  hours.  The  hours  of  service 

should  be  arranged  between  8  a.m.  and  5  p«m.  (Mondays  to  Fridays),  and  8  a»m.to  I  p.m. 
on  Saturdays. 

In  exceptional  cases  a  •'Help11  may  work  on  Sunday.  After  a  normal  confinement, 
tho  Home  Help  should  attend  for  a  period  of  ten  days.  In  the  case  of  sickness,  the 

period  of  employment  of  the  Domestic  Help  will  depend  on  tho  circumstances  of  tho  caso. 

(4)  Tho  •'Help'1  must  carry  out  any  of  the  following  duties  which  may  be 
required  - 

(a)  Keep  the  home  cloan  and  tidy  (reasonable  facilities  and 
materials  must  be  provided.) 

(b)  Cook  and  preparo  meals  for  tho  family  (reasonable  fac¬ 
ilities  and  materials  must  be  provided.) 

(c)  Care  for  any  children  there  may  be,  and  see  that  those 
attonding  school  do  so  punctually  and  are  clean  and 
tidy. 

(d)  Do  the  washing,  except  arrears,  including  linen  soiled 
during  the  confinement  (reasonable  facilities  and  mat¬ 
erials  must  be  provided.) 

(0)  Undortako  marketing  and  mending  for  tho  family  if  asked 
to  do  so. 

(5)  She  must  recognise  that  she  is  not  a  nurse.  She  must  in  no  way  interfere 
with  the  instructions  of  the  doctor  or  nurse,  and  sho  must  not  undertake  any  duties  of 
a  nursing  character. 

(6)  Sho  must  supply  and  cook  her  own  food  and  bo  allowod  half  an  hour  inwhich 
to  sit  down  and  havo  a  moal  if  she  is  staying  all  day.  Sho  must  net  consume  alcohol 
while  on  duty . 

(7)  Tho  "Help"  must  bo  cloan  and  tidy  in  appoaranco.  and  wear  an  ovorall 

while  on  duty . 

(8)  Sho  must  not  accept  money  or  presents  from  tho  patients  or  householders, 
oxcopt  tho  payments  assossod  by  this  Ofiicu. 

(5)  If  a  case  of  infoctious  disoaso  occurs  in  hor  own  homo  she  must  stop  work 
and  notify  the  Modical  Officer  of  Health  at  onco. 

(10)  If  a  "Help"  fools  unfit  f^r  w-rk  on  any  day  sho  must  notify  tho  Modical 
Officer  of  Health  at. once. 

(||)  If  a  case  of  i Mnoss  occurs  at  the  residence  of  the  Domestic  or  Homo 
Help  or  in  tho  household  where  sho  is  employod  or  if  tho  applicant  is  sent  to  hospital, 
tho  "Help11  must  report  tho  nr.attor  at  onco  to  the  Medical  Officor  of  Hoalth. 

WAGES  OF  "HELPS".  Payment  will  be  mado  at  the  rate  of  l/6d.  por  hour. 
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APPLICATIONS  FOR  THE  SERVICES  OF  DOMESTIC  OR  HOME  HELPS.  -  Those  will  be  nado  to  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health.  Whon  an  application  is  approved,  the  '•Help'1  will  bo  given 
the  necessary  instructions.

COUNTY  COUNCIL  FOR  THE  ADMINISTRATIVE  COUNTY  OF 
THE  COUNTY  PALATINE  OF  LANCASTER. 


SCHEME  for  the  Care  of  Illegitimate  Children  made  in  pursuance  of  circular 

2366  of  the  Minister  of  Health  and  submitted  for  his  approval  under 

section  204  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  193^* 

(1)  The  County  Council  as  a  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Authority  and  certain 
County  Districts  who  are  autonomous  for  maternity  and  child  welfare  purposes  who  ex¬ 
press  a  willingness  to  do  so,  will  combine  to  operate  a  joint  schema. 

(2)  Where  there  are  no  special  circumstances  each  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Authority  will  employ  its  own  Health  Visiters  to  supervise  the  care  of  illegitimate 
children  in  its  area.  Whore  the  circumstances  are  such  that  a  Health  Visitor  is  un¬ 
able  to  undertake  tho  required  supervision  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Authority 
will  report  the  facts  to  tho  Almoner  appointed  by  the  County  Council  who  will  thon 
take  all  necessary  steps  for  the  welfare  of  mother  and  child. 

(3)  The  County  Council  will  appoint  a  qualified  Almoner,  part  of  whose  duties 
it  will  be  to  deal  with  cases  of  special  difficulty  roported  to  her  by  the  Maternity 
&  Child  Yi'elfare  Authorities.  Her  duties  will  include  those  sot  out  in  tho  Ministry 
of  Health  Circular  No, 2866  and  in  carrying  out  these  duties  she  will  work  in  assoc¬ 
iation  with  tho  Medical  Officer  of  Hoalth  of  the  Maternity  and  Child  We Ifare Author i ty 
concerned . 

(4)  The  salary  and  oxponsos  of  the  Almoner  appointed  to  deal  with  cases  of 
difficulty  will  bo  apportioned  between  the  Maternity  and  Child  V.'clfaro  Authorities 
on  the  basis  of  the  number  of  cases  dealt  with  by  her. 

(5)  The  facilities  provided  by  the  Moral  Welfare  Associations  will  bo  used  to 
the  oxtont  necessary  and  the  following  arc  the  rates  of  payment:- 

I.  (a)  For  residence  of  mother  and  child  in  a  Home 

provided  by  a  Moral  Welfare'  Society  ...  ...  £  I . .  1 5 s  ♦  Od.pcr  week. 

(b)  For  residence  of  mother  only  ...  ...  ...  £|.  5S»  Od.per  week. 

(c)  For  residonco  of  child  only  ...  ...  ...  15s,  Od.per  week. 

These  payments  will  also  be  made  if  a  Moral  Welfare  Society  makes  arrange¬ 
ments  for  the  reception  of  mother  and/or  child  into  one  of  their  Homos  outside  the 
County  Area. 


Any  amount  recoived  by  tho  Moral  Welfare  Socioty  from  tho  mother  or  rola- 
tivo  will  bo  deducted  from  thoso  payments,  the  assessment  of  ability  to  contribute, 
which  do6s  not  depend  solely  on  financial  circumstances,  to  be  made  by  tho  Socioty. 

II.  Charges  in  respect  of  confinement. 

Confinements  may  be  divided  into  two  categories:- 

(a)  Thoso  occurring  in  a  Homo  provided  by  a  Mora]  Welfare  Society,  In  these 
cases,  Y/olfaro  Authorities  will  not  be  cal  led  upon  to  pay  a  foe. The  Local  Supervising 
Authority,  undor  tho  Midwivcs'  Acts  will  bo  responsible  for  the  payment  of  any  claim 
resulting  from  the  issue  of  a  (nodical  aid  form. 

(b)  Those  occurring  in  Hospitals  or  Maternity  Homes:  In  these  cases  the 

Hospital  chargos  will  be  mot  by  tho  Welfare  Authority  concerned.
